to regulate anil control the use of 


bicycles in the Borough of 


McSberrvjstown. 


NO. 7O. 


SEC. 1. Bo it Ordained by the Burgess and 
Town Council of the Borough of McSberrystown, 
and it it hereby ordained by the authority of the 
same. That it shall not be lawful tor any person 
or persons to ride a bicycle on any highway of 
the Borough without having attached to said 
•bicycle a gong ot boll that can be distinctly 
heard a defence of Fifty feet. 


SKC, 2. It shall be the doty of each rider of a 
a bicycle to ring said bell or gong to warn per- 
sons of its approach- 


SRC. 3- 
N<> person or persons shall be allowed 
to ride a bicycle on any highway ot the thorough 
without having attached thereto a lighted lamp, 
during the months of November. December and 
January from the hour of 5.30 o'clock, p- m,, 
and daring February. March and October from 
tho hoar of 7 o'clock, p. m., and during the 
months of April and September from the hour 
of 7.30 o'clock, p. m., and during May, June, 
July and August from the hour of 8.30 o'clock, 
p. ni-, until each following sunrise. 


SRC. 4. No person or uersons shall be allowed 
to ride any bicycle upon the sidewalks or pave- 
ment* of this Borough, except when necessary 
to cross said sidewalks or pavements, and no 
person or persons shall ride any bicycle faster 
than at the rate of seven miles per hour at any 
tim • within the borough limits. 


SKC. 5. Any person violating any part of this 
ordinance shall upon conviction thereof before 
the Burgess or a Justice of the Peace of the Bor- 
ough, fort tit and pay the sum of not less than 
two dollars nor more than five dollars lor each 
offense and co<te of prosecution.

By a Beautiftil Monument in Phil- 


adelphia's Famous Park. 


Philadelphia, May J8. — The monu- 


ment to George Washington which was 
unveiled in Falrmount park last Sat- 
urday is pronounced by many art 
critics and travelers to be one of the 
handsomest in existence. 
The cere- 


monies connected with the unveiling 
were certainly of the most enthusias- 


i tic order, and the city was overflowing 
with visitors from this and adjoining 
states. 


The first important event in connec- 


tion with the demonstration was the 
arrival on Friday afternoon of Presi- 
dent McKinley, Vice President Hobart 
and the members of the cabinet, with 
the exception of Secretaries Sherman 
and Long. Representative Bailey, of 
Texas, and Secretary Porter accompa- 
nied them. The president was escort- 
ed to the Hotel Walton and the vice 
president to the Lafayette. 


Saturday night a banquet was given at 


the Union League in honor of the pres- 
ident, vice president and cabinet offi- 
cers. 


The ceremonies incident to the un- 


veiling began at 12 o'clock. At that 
hour the troops began to form at Broad

and Spruce streets. At 1 o'clock the 
members of the Society of the Cincin- 
nati started in carriages for the Green 
street entrance to the park to await 
the coming of the president and hie 
party. President McKinley and party 
left the hotel Walton in carriages at 
1:30 o'clock, escorted, by the 
City 


Troop. At the monument the distin- 
guished guests were formally received 
by the Society of the Cincinnati, the 
Municipal band playing "Hail to the 
Chief." 
As 
the 
president passed 


through the streets his march was a 
continuous ovation. 


The services at the monument were 


directed by Major William Wayne, 
president of the State Society of the 
Cincinnati, who made a brief address 
explaining the origin of the society and 
the work resulting in the erection of 
the monument, after which there was a 
prayer by Bishop Whittaker. Then, 
taking the arm of President McKinley, 
he escorted the chief magistrate to 
the statue, where the president pulled 
the cord which freed the drapery cov- 
ering the monument. At this moment 
the artillery flred the national salute 
of 21 guns, which was repeated by the 
war vessels In the Delaware. 


President McKinley was then es- 


corted back to the rostrum and made a 
brief address, and was followed by the 
orator of the day. W. W. Porter. Then 
Major Wayne formally presented the 
monument to the city. It was accept- 
ed in a speech by Mayor Warwick and 
in turn turned over to the park com- 
mission. President James McManes fee- 
ing the last speaker. 


Then the greatest military parade that 


Philadelphia has seen in many years 
passed in review before the president. 
The formation of the column was. first, 
the cavalry, artillery, engineer corps 
and Infantry of the regular army, fol- 
lowed by the naval battalions from the 
French and Italian warships and the 
forces of the Texas. Terror, Columbia, 
of the North Atlantic squadron.

Whole Family Murdered For Money. 


Denver, May 19.—Advices reached 


here yesterday to the effect that Will- 
iam H. Hamilton, a contractor, his 
•wife, Mrs. Catherine Hamilton, his son, 
Lee Hamilton, aged 19, and his daugh- 
ter. Elizabeth Hamilton, aged 18, who 
lived in Denver until recently, were 
murdered near Helena, Mont., three 
weeks ago, and the crime suppressed 
in order to enable the Montana author- 
ities to trace the murderers.

PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


Matters That Are Interestiug the Law- 


makers at Ilarrisburg. 


Harrisburg, May 18.—A bill appro- 


priating $1,000,000 to rebuild and im- 
prove the public roads of the state, 
under the supervisor system proposed 
by the Hamilton road bill, was intro- 
duced in the house last evening by 
Chairman Martin, of the committee on 
agriculture. The money is to be dis- 
tributed by the secretary of agricul- 
ture to the boards of supervisors ac- 
cording to the number of miles of roads 
in each toM'nship. No township shall 
receive a greater sum than it raises by i 
local taxation for road purposes. The 
bill also appropriates $1,500 for the em- 
ployment of a clerk to keep the books 
and accounts and $2,000 for postage and 
contingent expenses. 


Mr. Todd, of Lawrence, presented a 


bill amending the factory inspectors 
act of April 29, 1897, to regulate the em- 
ployment and provide for the health 
and safety of men, women and children 
over 13 years in manufacturing estab- 
lishments, mercantile industries, laun- 
dries, renovating works or printing of- 
fices, A bill was introduced by Mr. 
Hammond, of Westmoreland, amending 
the act of April 3, 1851, empowering 
the burgesses town council of any bor- 
ough to annex adjacent lots or outlota 
or other tracts of land on the petition 
of a majority of the citizens and resi- 
dent freehold owners. 


The bill giving trolley companies the 
right of eminent domain was practi- 
cally killed for this session by the de- 
feat of a resolution to make a special 
order for It for second and third read- 
ings. 


The bill requiring counties to pay 


the cost and expenses of apprehending 
and returning a fugitive from justice 
charged with or convicted of felony 
came up on a special order for final 
passage and was defeated. 


In the senate Senator Andrews pre- 


sented a bill providing for the pay- 
ment of the expenses of the Andrews 
senatorial investigating committee. The 
bill provides for an appropriation of 
$65,909.36. 


Harrisburg, May 19.—In the senate 


yesterday the house bill, as slightly 
amended by the senate committee, pro- 
tecting employesof corporations in their 
right to form, Join or belong to labor 
organizations by prescribing penalties 
for any Interference therewith, passed 
finally without a bit of opposition. 
There were 40 members present, and of 
this number 32 voted for the measure. 
The bill went through just in the shape 
as it was drawn up by the representa- 
tives of the labor organizations.

The services at the m onum ent were

th e w ork resulting in tTie erection of 
th e m onum ent, after which there w as a 
p ra y e r by Bishop 
W hittaker. Then, 
ta k in g the a rm of President McKinley, 
he escorted the chief m a g istrate to 
the statu e, w here the president pulled 
th e cord w hich freed the d rap ery cov­ 
ering the m onum ent. At this m om ent 
th e artillery fired the national salute 
of 21 guns, which was repeated by the 
w a r vessels In the Delaware. 


P resid en t McKinley w as th f n es­ 
corted back to the rostrum and made a 
brief address, and wits followed by the 
o rato r of the day, W. W. Porter. Then 
M ajor W ayne formally presented the 
m on u m en t to the city. It w as accept­ 
ed in a speech by Mayor W arw ick an d 
in tu rn tu rn ed over to the p ark com ­ 
mission, P resident Jam es McM anes fce- 
ing the last speaker. 


T hen the greatest m ilitary p arad e th a t 
Philadelphia h as seen in m a n y years 
passed in review before th e president. 
T he form ation of the column was, first, 
the cavalry, artillery, engineer corps 
a n d in fan try of the regular arm y, fol­ 
lowed by the naval battalions from the 
F ren ch and Italian w arships and the 
forces of the Texas, Terror, Columbia, 
of the N orth A tlantic squadron. A fter 
these cam e 
the militia 
in the order 
in w hich their respective sta te s ratified 
th e constitution of the U nited »States, 
this being the custom a t all the in a u ­ 
gural parades. According to this reg­ 
ulation th e N ational G uard of D ela­

The Delaware troops were led 
by Governor 
Tunnell, and

P en n sy lv an ia by Governor H astings. 
The p arad e occupied nearly tw o hours 
in passing a given point. 


The n ight w as devoted to various 
phases of celebration a p a rt from the 
dinner. 
The wheelmen's parade, w ith 
over 15,0u0 in line, was th e principal 
feature. 
So fa r as the w heelm en were 
concerned, it w as a brilliant success, 
b u t 
the 
police 
arran g em en ts 
were 
w retchedly inadequate, the populace 
bolng perm itted to crowd 
the p ark 
roadw ays and force freq u en t delays. 
Illum inations from the m onum ent, th e 
city hall, the Union le a g u e an d other 
points added to tin- brilliancy of the 
jubilee, and closed the day in a v erit­ 
able blaze of glory. 


T he m onum ent was designed by liu - 
dolph Simmering, a c-lubrated sculptor 
of Berlin. 
The pedestal, 
bearing an 
equestrian sta tu e of George W a sh in g ­ 
ton, rises from an oblong platform of 
Swedish g ran ite six feet 
six inches 
high ant} reached from four sides by 
13 steps, symbolic of the 13 original 
states. 
W ashington Is represented in 
the colonial uniform of the A m erican 
arm y, a large 
m ilitary cloak 
being 
th r own 
a rtis tically, a i^ u n d 
^ 
com ­ 


m anding figure. 
W hile dignffled, th e 
whole conception is full of anim ation. 
In fils left hand W ashington holds the 
reins of his liorso, one of the an im al’s 
forefeet being 
raised in the 
act of 
moving. 


At the four corners of the platform 
are fountains, 
served 
by 
allegorical 
figures of Am erican Indians, represent­ 
ing four rivers—the Delaware, Hudson, 
Potom ac and Mississippi. On the sides 
each of those fountains is guarded by 
typical A m erican animals, eight in all. 
A t the front and back of the pedestal 
are two allegorical groups. 


The equestrian statue, the figure and 
the bas-relief, as well as tho num erous 
other ornam entations, are of bronze, 
while the platform , pedestal, etc., are 
of Swedish granite. 


PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


M a tte r s T h a t A re I n te r e s tin g th o L a w ­ 
m a k e rs a t H a r r is b u r g . 


H arrisburg, May 18.—A bill appro­ 
p riating $1,000,000 to rebuild and Im­ 
prove th e public roads of the state, 
u n d er the supervisor system proposed 
by the H am ilton road bill, w as intro­ 
duced in the house last evening by 
C hairm an M artin, of the com m ittee on 
agriculture. The money is to be dis­ 
tributed by the secretary of agricul­ 
ture to the boards of supervisors ac­ 
cording to the num ber of miles of roads 
in each township. No tow nship shall 
receive a g reater sum than it raises by 
local ta x atio n for road purposes. Tho 
bill also appropriates $1,500 for the em ­ 
ploym ent of a clerk to keep the books 
and accounts and $2,000 for postage and 
contingent expenses. 


Mr. Todd, of Law rence, presented a 
bill am ending the factory inspectors 
act of April 29, 1897, to regulate the em ­ 
ploym ent and provide for th e health 
and sa fety of men, wom en and children 
over 13 y ears in m an u factu rin g e sta b ­ 
lishm ents, m ercantile industries, la u n ­ 
dries, renovating w orks or printing of­ 
fices, A bill w as introduced by Mr. 
H am m ond, of W estm oreland, am ending 
the act of April 3, 1851, em powering 
the bufgesses tow n council of an y bor­ 
ough to an n ex adjacent lots or outlots 
or other tra c ts of land on th e petition 
of a m ajo rity of the citizens and resi­ 
dent freehold owners. 


The bill giving trolley com panies the 
right of em inent dom ain w as p ra c ti­ 
cally killed for this session b y the de­ 
feat of a resolution to m ake a special 
order for it for second and third re a d ­ 
ings. 


The bill reauirlng counties to pay 
the cost and expenses of apprehending 
and retu rn in g a fugitive from justice 
charged w ith or convicted of felony 
cam e up on a special order for final 
passage and w as defeated. 


In th e senate Senator A ndrew s p re ­ 
sented a bill providing for the p a y ­ 
m ent of the expenses of the A ndrew s 
senatorial investigating committee. The 
bill provides for an appropriation of 
$65,809.30. 


H arrisburg, M ay 19.—In the sen ate 
yesterday the house bill, as slightly 
am ended by the senate committee, p ro ­ 
tecting employes of corporations In th eir 
right to form, join o r belong to labor 
organizations by prescribing penalties 
for an y interference therew ith, passed 
finally w ithout a bit 
of 
opposition. 
There were 40 m em bers present, and ot 
this n um ber 32 voted for the m easure. 
The bill w ent through Just in the shape 
as It w as draw n up by the rep re sen ta­ 
tives of th e labor organizations.

determination to commit suicide, and 
this is lacking in a person suffering 
from extreme coJd. 
AH these consid- 


erations forking together, the result 
is that many people endure through 
the winter a life which they have 
ceased to value, and throw it away 
when the season comes in which the 
material difficulties in the way of con* 


existence are at their minimum.

OATS AND J'UAS FOll KEEP.

GROWING TOP ONION SETS. 


In most i'arming districts a little ad- 


dition may be made to the income of 
the farm by growing top onion sets in 
a small way, writes L. O'Fallow, of 
Minnesota. 
These are produced on 


top of the onion stalks, in a cluster, 
instead of seed, aud consist of a num- 
ber of small bulbs or onions, about 
the size of acorns. 
If planted, these 


produce onions which mature earlier 
than those raised from seed. 
For 


several years I have made it a rule to 
plant a small patch in the garden to 
onions from which. I grow top sets. 
I sellcthe onions early in the spring to 
local Village dealers for ten tu seven- 
teen cents a pound. In one instance 
I secured thirty-five pounds of top 
sets from one-fourth bushel of onions 
planted. 
1 sold these the next spring 


for fifteen cents a pound. If I had 
given them proper care I vrould have 
obtained at least one-third larger 
yield. 


As soon as the frost is out of the 


ground in spring, plant in rows about 
two feet apart, and from eight to ten 
inches apart in the 
row. Only 


good 
sound 
onions 
of 
uniform 


size and 
good quality should 
be 


used. 
They 
must 
have 
been 


raised the year before from seeds, or 
onion sets. Plant very shallow, so. 
the top of the onions will show above 
ground. 
Keep perfectly free from 


weeds while growing. 
After the top 


sets have matured fully, gather and 
store in a dry cool place. 
Do not al- 


low them to freeze in winter. 
It is 


best to go slow about raising 
top 


onion sets for market, nntil a trade 
has been established. Sometimes 1 
have found it necessary to leave the 
onion sets with the grocery dealer, 
and let him sell as much of them as he 
conld, with the privilege to retura 
any that he coald not dispose of. 
By 


taking goods at his store in exchange 
for them, he made no charges for sell- 
ing the sets.—New England Home- 
stead.

He does not think, however, 
that it is possible to explain the matter 
wholly without reference to the. de­ 
pressing effects of cold on the nervous 
system, and the exciting effects ol 
heat. 
It requires some energy and 
determination to commit suicide, and 
this is lacking in a person Buffering 
from extreme cold. 
All these consid­ 
erations fork in g together, the result 
is that many people endure through 
tho winter a life which they have 
ceased .to value, and throw it away 
when the season comes in which ths 
material difficulties in the way of con-

OATS AND TEAS FOR FEED. 


As the earliest crop to be used for 
coiling, there is nothing better thau 
oats and peas mixod and sown at tho 
rate of 
to threo bushels per acre. 
They will not yield so much weight aa 
fodder Corn, but that cannot bo grown 
largo enough to cut before well into 
August. 
As for peas and oats, by that 
time they will have been entirely used 
up. 
From tho earliest cutting, about 
the last of May, a second light crop 
will sprout, which maybe cut a month 
iater. 


DRAGGING OORN STURBIjE LAND. 


So soon as frost is well out of tho 
ground in spring, two horses with 
heavy drag should be run over tho 
corn stubble of last year. 
It is an ex­ 
cellent preparation for plowing, light­ 
ening and drying the surface soil, so 
that when it is turned under the fur­ 
row it at once begins to ferment. 
Land thus treated makes an excellent 
seed bed for grain. 
The work also is 
just what horses need to break them 
in for the heavier work of plowing 
which must follow. 


A Watch That Winds Itself. 


The latost novelty in tho lino of 
time-lteepers will aj^peai to lazy and 
forgetful people. 
It consists of a 
watch which does not roquire any 
winding. 
All that is necessary for its 
owner to do, in order to have the time 
with him always, is to walk half a 
mile a day. 
The watch does the rest. 


These novel watches are got out in 
several varieties of cases, somo ex­ 
tremely ornamental but the kind most 
commonly seen in Chicago is made 
with a plain black case and an open 
face. 
The winding mechanism con­ 
sists of an ingenious contrivance by 
which a small weight is raised and 
lowered from the jar of walking. 
The 
motion of tho weight works a small 
ratchet arrangement, which winds tho 
spring to its full tension, and then is 
automatically held until more wining 
is needed. 
A course of shaking up 
and down for a few minutes will an­ 
swer the same purpose as a stroll 
afoot, while all the jolts and jars of 
ordinary existence are likewise made 
useful as a means of winding,—Chi' 
cago Tribune.

and the method of their destruction if* 
now so widely known, they aro again 
getting into popular use. 
They do 
not like the open sun, and for this 
reason 
they are particularly well 
adapted to city yards, where buildings 
and fences are a protection during tho 
warm parts of the day from the sun’s 
rays. 
They do not care for absolute 
shade, as, for instance, under trees or- 
arbors; they seem to want an abun­ 
dance of light and air, simply claiming 
protection from dry heat. 
Spring- 
raised plants bloom freely in August.- 
—Meehan’s Monthly. 


GROWING TOP ONION SETS. 


In most farming districts a little ad­ 
dition may be made to the income ot‘ 
the farm by growing top onion sets in 
a small way, writes L. O’Fallow, of 
Minnesota. 
These are produced on 
top of the onion stalks, in a cluster, 
instead of seed, aud consist of a num­ 
ber of small bulbs or onions, about 
the size of acorns. 
If planted, these 
produce onions which mature earlier 
than those raised from seed. 
For 
several vears I have made it a rule to 
plant a small patch in the garden to 
onions from which I grow top sets. 
I sciatile onions early in the spring to 
local village dealers for ten to seven­ 
teen cents a pound. 
In one instance 
I secured thirty-five pounds of top 
sets from one-fourth bushel of onions 
planted. 
1 sold these the next spring 
for fifteen cents a pound. 
If I had 
given them proper care I would have 
obtained at least one-third 
larger 
yield. 


As soon as the frost is out of tho 
ground in spring, plant in rows about 
two feet apart, and from eight to ten 
inches 
apart 
in 
the 
row. 
Only 
good 
sound 
onions 
of 
uniform 
size 
and 
good quality should 
be 
used. 
They 
must 
have 
been 
raised thè year before from seeds, or 
onion sets. 
Plant very shallow, so. 
the top of the onions will show abovo 
ground. 
Keep perfectly free from 
weeds while growing. 
After the ’top 
sets have matured fully, gather and 
store in a dry cool place. 
Do not al­ 
low them to freeze in winter. 
It is 
best to go slow about raising 
top 
onion sets for market, until a trade 
has been established. 
Sometimes 1 
have found it necessary to leave tho 
onion sets with the grocery dealer, 
and let him sell as much of them as he 
could, with the privilege to return 
any that he could not dispose of. 
By 
taking goods at his store in exchange 
for them, he made no charges for sell­ 
ing the sets.—-New England Home­ 
stead. 


Archery in Crete.

Three of England’s Kings 
and two royal Princes were killed by 
arrows, 
Harold and his two brothers 
came to thoir death by arrows shot

In those days there wero 
men who could shoot an arrow from 
300 to 500 yards, and Bobin Hood ie 
said to have shot from 600 to 800. 
yards, 
Kenyon 
College,

cluded archery as one of the courses 
of study about three score years ago.

BESTOJUXG KOIL FERTILITY. 


Restoring fertility to the farm land 


is of the greatest importance all over 
southern Illinois, 
writes 
William 


Dyke, of Illinois. 
L have learned 


that land here runs together like 
mortar, alter rainfall, forming a crust 


, which allows subsequent rainfall to 


run off instead of soaking into the 
subsoil. 
Years ago, when 
surface 


soils were full of decayed leave." and 
roots of plants and grasses, this crust 
did not form so readily and evapor- 
ation was not so rapid. 
Hence, the 


-advisability of getting the soil back to j 
the original condition by plowing un- 
der heavy crops of vegetation, as a 
substitute for the leaves und roots 
which have disappeared by the con- 
tinued cultivation during the lasr 
thirty .or forty years. 


1 would recommend for thia pur- 


pose the cowpea, sown with a wheat 
drill set at 1\ bushels per acre, all the 
spouts being open. 
If seeded very 


early, every other one may be closed. 
In the fall, when the peas are ripe, 
the vines should be plowed under and 
the field seeded to rye, to hold the 
nitrogen which has been gathered by 
the peas.' In spring, rye may be pas- 
tured some if the ground is not too 
wet, and then turned under in time 
for planting a crop of corn. 


Farm lands suffer loss of fertility by 


being left bare during fall and winter 
and should always be covered with 
growing crops, if possible. When the 
surface layers have again become tilled 
with humus or decayed vegetable mat- 
ter, there will be little trouble in 
securing a catch of clover, and when 
we can feel sure of a stand of clover 
after seeding, almost any crop which 
has heretofore been profitable in this 
section can be grown. 
Chemists tell 


us that clover hay is worth more than 
S6 a ten to turn under a? a fertilizer. 
I believe it, consequently it is worth 
considerable effort to get- the land back j 
into a condition to secure a stand of 
clover. 


Methods of culture have considera- 


ble to do with the retention of soil 
moisture. Practice fall plowing and 
subsoiling, which will create a reser- 
voir for the retention of large quanti- 
ties of winter and spring rains, to be 
used by growing crops later. The 
turning under of leguminous crops 
will do more for farmers than all leg- 
islation, State or national. —American 
Agriculturist.

FEEDISG SHEEP. 


Professor Harcourt, of the Gaelph 


experiment station, publishes a. sum- 
mary of various experiments with 
sheep which have been conducted both 
in the United States and Canada. 
He- 


regards the following points estab- 
lished beyond controversy: 


The most rapid bodily development 


of the lamb is made during the first 
two mouths of its life. 


Of late years the most proStable 


branch of sheep husbandry has been 
the production of early lambs for mar- 
ket, and to this end breeds character- 
ized by early maturity are most de- 
sirable. 


Lambs taken from their dams at ten 


days old made rapid gains on cow's 
milk. Bating whole milk at sixty 
cents per 100 pounds, the gain cost 3? 
ct-nts per pound. Skim milk fed in 
combination with crushed oats and 
green clover produced an average gain 
of half a pound per day at a cost of 2.

cents per pound. 


Ewes which breed earliest are gen- 


erally the heaviest milkers and pro- 
duce the finest early lamb?.

1heir birth, if they are intended for 
early market. Besides yielding sixty 
cents more profit per head on mutton, 
the 
grain fed lambs sheared two 


pounds more wool, each, at weaning 
time, than those which had no grain, 
and the wool was of a higher grade.

LOCATING THE PEATi OlKUtARD. 


A slightly descending slope is most 
favorable 
m 
order 
to 
precipitate 
drainage and the discharge of surplus 
eurfaco water, but it is not essential 
¿hat any particular point oc the com­ 
pass should be secured. 
Shelter from 
the rake of the wind is important. 
The pear is a companionable tree and 
will 
luxuriate ^hen biipported by 
other tree« arouud it. 
In close gar­ 
den culture a degree of humidity is 
preserved'and there is less evaporation 
from foliage where the strong winds 
are broken^ whilp the growth will Vie 
more vigorous and healthy. 
There 
must, however, bo suilicient air and 
sunlight to mature the wood and the 
fruit;. 
If the site is high, it will be an 
advantage to plant an evergreen belt 
to the windward, both for the health 
of the trees and also to prevent the 
Jailing of the fruit during high winds. 
On the other hand, a low, cold and 
peaty position, subject to i'ogs and 
frosty nights, 
is objectionable. 
A 
stiong, retentive loam inclined to clay 
is a preferable soil.—Fruit Grower. 


RESTORING SOIL FERTILITY. 


Restoring fertility to the farm land 
is of the greatest importance all over 
southern 
Illinois, 
writes 
William 
Dyke, of 
Illinois. 
I havo learned 
that land here runs 
together 
like 
mortar, alter rainfall, forming a crust 
which allows subsequent rainfall to 
run off instead of soaking into the 
subsoil. 
Years ago, when surface 
soils were full of decayed leaver: and 
roots of plants and grasses, this crust 
did not form so readily and evapor­ 
ation was not so rapid. 
Hence, the 
Advisability of getting the soil back to 
the original condition by plowing un­ 
der heavy crops of vegetation, as a 
substitute for the leaves i;nd roots 
which have disappeared by the con­ 
tinued cultivation during’ the last 
thirty .or forty years. 


I would recommend ior this pur­ 
pose the cowpea, sown with a wheat 
drill set at 1 \ bushels per acre, all the 
spouts being open. 
If seeded very 
early, every other one may be closed. 
In the fall, when the peas are ripe, 
the vines should be plowed undor anti 
the field seeded to rye, to hold the 
nitrogen which has beeti gathered by 
the peas/ In spring, rye may be pas­ 
tured some if the ground is not too 
wet, and then turned under in time 
for planting a crop of corn. 


Farm lands suffer loss of fertility by 
being left bare during fall and winter 
and bhould always be covered with 
growing crops, if possible. 
When the 
surface layers have again become tilled 
with humus or decayed vegetable mat­ 
ter, there will be little trouble in 
securing a catch of clover, and when 
we can feel sure of a stand of clover 
after seeding, almost any crop which 
has heretofore been profitable in this 
section can be grown. 
Chemists tell 
us that clover hay is worth more than 
$6 a ten to turn under as a fertilizer. 
I believe it, consequently it is worth 
considerable effort to get- the land back 
into a condition to secure a stand of 
clover. 


Methods of culture have considera­ 
ble to do with the retention of soil 
moisture. 
Practice fall plowing and 
subsoiling, which will create a reser­ 
voir for the retention of large quanti­ 
ties of winter and spring rains, to be 
used by growing crops later.

turning under of leguminous crops 
will do more for farmers than all leg­ 
islation, State or national.—American 
Agriculturist.

Of late years the most profitable 
branch of sheej) husbandry has been 
the production of early lambs for mar­ 
ket, and to this end breeds character­ 
ized by early maturity are most de­ 
sirable. 


Lambs taken^from their dams at ten 
days old made rapid gains on cow's 
milk. 
Rating whole milk at sixty 
cents per 100 pounds, the gain cost ¿Jj 
cents per pound. 
Skim milk fed in 
combination with crushed oats and 
green clover produced an average gain 
of half a i)ound per day at a cost of 2j 
cents per pound. 


Ewes which'breed earliest are gen­ 
erally the heaviest milkers and pro­ 
duce the finest early lambs. 


It pays to feed grain to lambs from 
their birth, if they are intended for 
early ma/ket. 
Besides yielding sixty 
cents more profit per head on mutton, 
the 
g/ain fed lambs sheared two 
pounds more wooj, each, at weaning 
time, than those which had no grain, 
and the woo] was of a higher grade. 


It does not pay to feed grain to j 


suckling ewes running on good pas­ 
ture. 
The lambs of such ewos were 
no better than those of ewes having 
no grain. 
But in all cases where the 
gram was fed to tho lamb instead of 
to its mother, the profit was markedv 
In Canada and tho northern United 
States rape is a profitable sheep feed. 
One acre of rape will pasture twelve 
lambs two and one-half months. 


Constant close housing is nofc'profi- 
table for oven lambs. 
Neither is un­ 
limited exposure. 
The proper prac­ 
tice is to shut in closo barns in stormy 
weather, and give them open lots in 
j fine w* ather vr.th 
sheds along the 
j north side open to the south. 


Th»' ldivi that fattening lambs suf­ 
fer liMm tho heat of their coats to such 
an extent as to retard gains is erro­ 
neous. It does not pay to shear them, 
either in early fall nr early spring. 


Silage makes mutton more slowly 
but at less cost than roots. 


Giving unlimited 
ration by self- 
foeding devices has not been profita­ 
ble at any station where the test has 
been made. 


Rating prime hay at $8 per ton, 
other feeds are worth the following 
prices for feeding sheep: Corn fod­ 
der, 3 1 per ton; routs, $2 ; ensilage, 


; wheat bran S13; linseed meal, 
$23; cottonseed meal, §28 per ton; 
coin, 40 cents per bushel; oats, o() 
centi; wheat, 53 cents; peas, (50 cents, 
and barley, 45 cents. 


The most rapid gains havo been 
made on a ration of corn and peas; the 
greatest gain per pound ot food eaten 
was made on a ration of corn, oats 
and oil meal; the ration which pro­ 
duced gams at the least per pound of 
gain was composed of corn, corn fod­ 
der and corn ensilage. 


FARM AND (i VRDEN NOTES. 


To get clean strawberries use cut 
straw or salt hay under the vines, 
which prevents the sand or dirt from 
adhering to the fruit and also protects 
against loss of moisture. 


Linseed meal is excellent for poul­ 
try, containing the nitrogen which is 
ot benefit to them. 
A spoonful once a 
week is not out of porportion, and it 
will serve as a tonic to the bowels, as 
well as a food. 
It is not intended as a 
daily food. 
i. 


A consensus of 
opinion amon/ 
poultry keepers is that buckwheat is 
an excellent food for fowls. 
Some 
ascribe their profit to its use, chiefly. 
Of course, this means that all the 
other conditions of care and food are 
properly supplied. 


Bone, shells and feather contain and 
demand phosphates, therefore lime 
should be a factor in feeding. 
To this 
end broken ovster shell is valuable 
and easily got, usually. 
Elements in* 
strumental in the growth of bone are 
more needful at times than food. 


Those who raise vegetables to sell 
should grow as great a variety as pos­ 
sible, 
Do not depend ou only one 
crop—tomatoes, for instance—but in­ 
clude beans, peas, early onions, early 
cabbage, etc. 
There is too much risk 
of loss when a single crop is grown, 
not only from drouth, but from in­ 
sects, which may attack certain plants 
without disturbing others. 


The Southdown sheep is not as large 
as the Oxford or Shropshire, but it 
still holds its place at the head of tho 
mutton breeds for quality of meat. 
One thing in its favor also is its hardi­ 
ness aLid ability to forage over field« 
where the larger kinds are not well 
adapted. 
Where tho common flocks 
are to be improved it will be an advan­ 
tage to begin with the Southdown, as 
a change for the better will bo noticed 
the first season. 


The most of the work required with 
early lambs is before tho farmer be­ 
comes busy. 
February and March are 
the months when the lambs como and 
they require but a few weeks* atten­ 
tion beforo they are able to help them* 
selves. 
A piece of land that is of but 
little service may be given over to 
sheep upon which they will thrive with 
but a small allowance from the barn. 
The land occupied by sheep never be­ 
comes poorer, but is sure to be im­ 
proved.

RECIPES. 


Transparent Pie—Four eggs, two 
cups sugar, two tablespoons melted 
butter. 
This will make two pies. 


Cream Pie.—Yellows of five eggs, 
one teacup butter, one tablespoon 
flour. 
This will make three pies. Put 
the whites on top. 


Caramel Cake—Three cups brown 
sugar, two-thirds cup butter, one cup 
sweet milk, fresh, cook twenty min­ 
utes, or until almost candy; spread 
between layers. 


Mexican Omelet—Heat the third of 
a minced, peeled, green pepper, from 
which the sseds have been taken, and 
half a dozen shrimps in half a cupful 
of white 
sauce; simmer for three 
minutes, and fold half in au omelet of 
six eggs, pouring the rest around. 


French Carrots—Boil young carrots 
in just enough water to cover until 
tender, then cut them into halves 
lengthwise. 
Melt some butter in a 
hot spider. 
When it bubbles lay in 
the carrots (a pint), and dust them 
with a saltspoonful of sugar; a heap­ 
ing saltspoonful of salt and half a 
saltspoonful of pepper and a teaspoon­ 
ful of chopped parsley. 
Pry until the 
edges become crisp and brown. 


Omelet Souffle a la Creme—Four 
eggs, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, a 
speck of salt, half a teaspoonful of 
vanilla extract, one cupful of whipped 
cream. 
Beat the whites of the eggs 
to a stiff froth, and gradually beat the 
sugar and the flavor into them. When 
well beaten, add the yolks, and lastly 
the whipped cream. 
Have a dish 
slightly buttered and holding a quart. 
Pour the mixture into this, and bake 
just twelve minutes. 
Berve the mo­ 
ment it is taken from the oven. 


Broiled Herrings—Make a marinade 
of the juice of half a lemon, two table- 
spoonfuls of oil, six of vinegar, one of 
onion juice, a speck of cayenne, one 
teaspoonful of salt, one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful of pepper, one-tenth of a 
teaspoonful of ground cloves and a 
bouquet of sweet herbs. 
Mix all to­ 
gether. 
Clean, wash and wipe half a 
dozen freeh herrings, make small in­ 
cisions on both sides, and let stand 
for an hour in the above marinade, 
turning occasionally. 
Broil quickly 
and serve.

In all cases, food that contains 
traces of br:.n, and also gluten, gum, 
sugar, cellulose and 
saline matter, 
especially the phosphate, in propor­ 
tion to the starch, are to be preferred. 
If the child has formed a taste for 
i puddings until the appetite cra\*es 
, these alone, and no other form of food 
| seems desirabie, the puddings can at 
1 least be varied, and need not neces­ 
sarily be mado 
only from starchy 
foods; 
plain 
fruit puddings—with 
stale bread for a foundation—all sorts 
of custards, and eggs and milk form a 
good substitute.—Home Queen.

A Well-Managed Hospital—Tiny 
Hack Horses—Tlio “ Dos: Boy,*> 


^C O M PAR ATIV ELY few of the 
Í / 
men here ever venture into the 
J street unarmed, writes a Cara­ 
cas correspondent of the New 
iTork Herald. 
There are laws pro­ 
hibiting the carrying of concealed 
weapons* but they are never observed. 
One of the professors in the university 
here assures me that he is convinced 
that every ono of the students who 
attends his lectures has a revolver in 
his hip pocket. 
Weapons are often 
worn as much for ornaments as for 
protection or aggression. 
The cabal­ 
lero with silver spurs and gay trap­ 
pings who prauces about on a frisky 
mule or Peruvian horse is not fully 
equipped without a brace of revolvers. 
The humbler fellows who trudge the 
country lanes afoot or on burros’ 
backs take special pride in the knives 
they carry in fancy sheaths at their 
waists, and which are equally avail­ 
able for cutting food or enemies. Tho 
far famed machete is so long that the 
most convenient way to carry it is in 
the hand. 
It is the most terrible 
weapon in war and is used for every 
possible purpose in times of peace, 
opening virgin forests, cutting down 
trees, digging and building. 


Human life is held very cheap in 
Venezuela, except by the law of the 
land in dealing with murderers. There 
is no capital punishment here, and a 
man who is caught red-handed in 
crime 
knows 
that 
the 
heaviest 
sentence that could be imposed on 
him is ten years’ imprisonment. 
The 
worst cases, I am told, are sent to a 
prison in the marshy districts near 
the western frontier, where the man 
who survives his term is a phenomenon, 
and where two years is as much as 
most men can endure. 
Stabbing and 
shooting affrays are very common and 
rarely receive more attention than 
half a dozen lines in the local papers, 
in which sympathy is expressed for 
the relatives of the deceased. 


The proportion of men that one 
sees in the streets of Caracas who are 
minus an arm or a leg is greater by 
far than it was in the United States at 
the close of the Civil War. 
Com­ 
paratively few of the cripples here 
were maimed in battle during the 
revolutions, most of them having been 
hurt in private brawls. 


The Vargas Hospital, in Caracas, is 
a large institution, admirably located 
on a hillside and excellently managed. 
No public building in Venezuela is 
complete without a statue,, and as one 
enters the main door of the hospital 
one sees in the central patio a statue 
of Vargas, who was, I believe, Presi­ 
dent of the Republic at the time the 
hospital was founded. 
There are ten 
wards for women, all opening on a 
long courtyard to the left of the en­ 
trance, and as many for men on the 
other side. 


The tiny hack horses of Caracas are 
mainly skin and bones, and the driv­ 
ers, like their prototypes all over the 
world, show them very little consider­ 
ation. 
Besides the little native horses 
one sees in the streets many Peruvian 
horses, which are one size larger and 
are excellent for riding, and big Amer­ 
ican horses in swell carriages. BurrÓ3 
far outnumber the horses, and mules 
are very common. 


Teams of oxen ore used to haul tho 
heavy wagons, and cows are driven by 
milkmen irom door to door with their 
calves by their sides. 
Most of tho 
calves have their muzzles tud in rags 
to prevent them from getting any milk 
before all the customers have been 
supplied. 
It is also a common thing 
to see a boy driving a flock of turkeys 
through the main streets, usually in 
the direction of the markets. 
In the 
corrals are usually many live animals 
that have been brought in from the 
country and left for sale—deer and 
wild pigs, with bristles like procu-* 
pines, predominating. 


About the market place are kept the 
skins of huge snakes and wild animal?, 
for which fancy prices are asked if they 
are in reasonably good condition. The 
prettiest fur is that of the leopard— 
tigre they call it here. 
Tlie tigre is 
very ferocious and is dreaded by all 
who have occasion to travel. 
The 
puma, which is dignified by the name 
of lion, is far less common, and about 
equally dangerous to meet. 


I fancy that the supply of dogs has 
always been largo in Caracas, as the 
Cathedral here has an odd functionary 
called a perero, or dog boy. The oihco 
dogs bark to the colonial dogs, and the 
present occupant is an urchin with a 
black face, .very bright eyes and /a 
beautiful set of teeth. In the street he 
looks like any other little fellow who 
does not keep his face particularly 
clean, but in the Cathedral he is quite 
imposing in his Jong gown of dark pur­ 
plish blue and his big white collur. He 
carries in his hand a stout whip, with 
a Jong, knotted lash, and he walks 
about with all the pride of a recruit in 
the army carrying a gun for the first 
time. 
Ho is quite expert, and loud 
yelps occasionally prove that his whm 
hurts.

liongfollow ’« 44Hiawatha." 


Tho Indian epic of “Hiawatha” took 
tho world by surprise, writes Hezekiah 
Butterworth in an article “How Long­ 
fellow Wi'ote His Best-Known Poems” 
in Ladies* Home Journal. Its form and 
its matter were for a long time mys­ 
teries. 
How could a Cambridge liter- 
. ary recluse produce sucli an epic? Cer­ 
tain critics claimed that the idea, form 
and magic treatment of the poem had 
been borrowed from a Scandinavian 
sage, and the implication greatly dis­ 
turbed his publishers, and must have 
caused his sensitive spirit great pain. 
It partly eclipsed for a time the new 
rtar in the literary horizon on which all 
< yes were fixed. The criticism was dis­ 
armed; the wonder grew; a fixed star 
had 'appeared. But the mystery of the 
poem is simply solved. 
Longfellow 
desired to produce an epic that should 
be in sympathy with all that was most 
beautiful and noble in tho vanishing 
Indian race. Abraham Le Fort, an On­ 
ondaga chieftain, had furnished School­ 
craft, the historian, much Indian lore 
and many mystic traditions, with cer­ 
tain Indian vocabularies, in which the 
musical and unmusical sounds of many 
words indicated their meaning. These 
traditions and vocabularies made the 
work of the poet easy. One only needs 
to read Schoolcraft, to whom tho poet 
acknowledged his indebtedness, to see 
how this monument to the Indian race, 
their only great literary memorial, was 
builded.

\ A Great W histle. 


Warden Sage, of Sing Sing prison, 
is having constructed an immense and 
powerful steam whistle to be used to 
alarm officers and cltixens in case of an 
escape, an uprising in the prison or fire. 
It will also signal the beginning of 
work in the shops in the morning and 
the shutting down at night, Tho whis* 
tie is known as a Fitts patent twelve- 
inch three-barred steam gong, and is 
the largest in use. 
It is composed of 
three cylindrical bells or barrels plac­ 
ed one above the other. These barrels 
are fastened to the steam conductor» 
which passes through them. The entire 
whistlo is eight feet in height, and, 
contrary to ordinary whistles, the bar­ 
rels or resonators are inverted. 
Each 
barrel has a different tone, thus produc­ 
ing a blended sound, without ear-split­ 
ting effects. It is asserted that under 
favorable atmospheric conditions the 
whistle can be heard at a distance of 
thirty miles. Even under unfavorable 
circumstances the alarm should be 
heard seven to ten milea away,

On Sunday evening, Mrs. Mary 
Elizabeth, wife of H. E. Ford, of Pitt 
street, died very suddenly at her home 
of a hemorrhage of tbe lnugs at about 
7 o’clock. 
Mr. Ford is an e&tra con­ 
ductor on the W M. R R., and was 
called to Hanover Sunday afternoon 
to run out an extra freight that night, 
and Mrs. ford was left alone at her 
home with her children as well as 
usual when the hemorrhage seized 
her. Mrs. Ford was at tbe wood-pile 
evidently intent upon gathering an 
armful of chips or wood to start the 
morning fire. 
Mr. M. G. Colestock, 
a neighbor, heard her moans and 
hastened to assist her, and found her 
lying upon the ground with her head 
resting upon her elbow, her face and 
arms covered with blood. He asked 
her if she wished to be taken to tbe 
house, and her reply was, "if you 
please,” in a whisper, which were the 
last words spoken by her. She was 
carried to the house and medical aid 
summoned, but before the doctor ar­ 
rived life had already flown. 


Mrs. Ford was a daughter of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. A. W. Staub, and 
was married to Mr. Ford about twelve 
years ago. She was a good and faith­ 
ful wife and mother and her loss will 
be greatly felt. She leaves a husband 
and five small children, tbe youngeBt 
of which is only about six months old, 
to mourn her sudden death. Her 
funeral took place Tuesday morn­ 
ing at 9:30 o’clock; interm ent in 
the Catholic Cemetery, after services 
in tbe Catholic church, Rev. P. P.

The reported intentions of Spain to 
secure peace at any price in Cuba, 
even if it involves tho sale of the 
island to the insurgents, may put an 
end to the plans of General Weyler to 
erect new trochas with which to keep 
tho Cuban revolutionists out of Ha­ 
vana. 
But the Pittsburg Times says 
he is getting the material with which 
to construct them in Pittsburg.

material will be an American barbed 
wire, with extra barbs affixed, and an 
order for 20U0 tons of it has been 
placed with the Oliver Wire Company 
of the South Side. 
One thousand 
tons are aleady being shipped to New 
York for transshipment on the first 
vessel leaving for Havana, and the re­ 
mainder of the amount will be for­ 
warded as soon as it can be manufac­ 
tured. 


The wire will make a continuous 
line 
630 miles long, 
and will be 
stretched on poles on the outer bank 
of a deep and wide ditch. 
Behind 
this the Spanish sharp-shooters will 
lie in ambush to pick off adventurous 
revolutionists, and as well to stop all 
who attempt to invade the lines of the 
Spanish soldiery. 
Tho order came to 
Pittsburg makers through the Spanish 
Minister 
at 
Washington, 
Senoi 
Dupuy de Lome, and is considered a 
desirable one at this time, when the 
demand for wire is light and the slug­ 
gish condition of the steel market 
makes a 2000-ton order worth getting. 


While tho wire in itself is in a 
single strand, when followed up from 
the ore to the finished material it in­ 
volves a vast amount of labor to make 
it into pigiron, steel billets, wire rods 
and wire, and occasions the employ­ 
ment of a large force of workmen, to 
whom will be paid, in consequence, 
several thousand dollars in wages*

By a Beautiftil Monument in Phil- 
adelphia's Famous Park. 


Philadelphia, May 18. — The monu- 
ment to Georpre Washington which waa 
unveiled in Palrmount park last Sat- 
urday Is pronounced by many art 
critics and travelers to be one of the 
handsomest In existence. 
The cere- 
monies connected with the unveiling 
were certainly of the most enthusias- 
tic order, and the^ city was overilowing 
with visitors from this and adjoining 
states. 


The first Important event In connec- 
tion with the demonstration was the 
arrival on Friday afternoon of Presi- 
dent McKlnley. Vice President Hobart 
and the members of the cabinet, with 
the exception of Secretaries Sherman 
and Long. Kepresentatlve Bailey, of 
Texas, and Secretary Porter accompa- 
nied them. The president was escort- 
ed to the Hotel Walton and the vice 
president to the Lafayette. 


Saturday night a banquet was given at 
the Union League In honor of the pres- 
ident, vice president and cabinet olH- 
cers. 


The ceremonies Incident to the un- 
veiling began at 12 o'clock. At that 
hour the troops began to form at Broad 


PHILADELPHIA'S WASHINUTOX MONUMENT, 
and Spruce streets. At 1 o'clock the 
members of the Society of the Cincin- 
nati started In carriages for the Green 
street entrance to the park to await 
the coming of the president and his 
party. President McKInley and party 
left the hotel Walton in carriages at 
1:30 o'clock, escorted, by the City 
Troop, At the monument the distin- 
guished guesti were formally received 
by the Society of the Cincinnati, the 
Municipal band playing "Hall to the 
Chief." 
As the president 
passed 
through the streets his march was a 
continuous ovation. 


The services at the monument were 
directed by Major William 
Wayne, 
president of the State Society of the 
Cincinnati, who made a brief address 
explaining the origin of the society and 
the work resulting In tTie erection of 
the monument, after which there \ysis a 
prayer by Bishop Whittaker. 
Then, 
taking the arm of President McKlnley, 
he escorted the chief magistrate to 
the statue, where the president pulled 
the cord which freed the drapery cov- 
ering the monument. At this moment 
the artillery flred the national salute 
of 21 guns, which was repeated by the 
war vessels In the Delaware. 


President McKlnley was thfn es- 
corted back to the rostrum and made a 
brief address, and wits followed by the 
orator of the day, W. W. Porter. Then 
Major Wayne formally presented the 
monument to the city. It was accept- 
ed In a speech by Mayor Warwick and 
In turn turned over to the park com- 
mission, President James McManes fce- 
Ing the last speaker. 


Then the greatest military parade that 
Philadelphia has seen In many years 
passed In review before the president. 
The formation of the column was, first, 
the cavalry, ortlUery, engineer corps 
and Infantry of the regular army, fol- 
lowed by the naval battalions from the 
French and Italian warships and the 
forces of the Texas, Terror. Columbia, 
of the North Atlantic squadron. After 
these came the militia In the order 
in which their respective states ratified 
the constitution of the United States, 
this being the custom at all the Inau- 
gural parades. According to this reg- 
ulation the National Guard of Dela- 
ware 
took precedence, 
followed by 
that of Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
In turn. The Delaware troops were led 
by Governor 
Tunnell, and those of 
Pennsylvania by Governor 
Hastings. 
The parade occupied nearly two hours 
in passing a given point. 


The night was devoted to various 
phases of celebraiiiin apart from the 
dinner. The wheelmen's parade, with 
over 15,0u0 in line, was the jjrincipal 
feature, So far as thu wheelmen were 
concerned. It was a brilliant success, 
but the police 
arrangements 
were 
wretchedly inadequate, the populace 
bolng permitted to crowd 
the park 
roadways and force frequent delays. 
Illuminations from the monument, the 
city hall, the Union League and other 
points added to tni brlllluncy of the 
jubilee, and closed ti*e day in a verit- 
able blaze of glory. 


The monument was dcsiRned by liu- 
dolph Summering, a t"-Uibrated sculptor 
of Berlin. The pedestal, bearing an 
equestrian statue of Cacorge Washing- 
ton, rises from an oblong ^ilatform of 
Swedish gi'anlte six feet six Ipches 
high ani^ reached from four sides by 
13 BteiJS, synxbollc of the 13 original 
states.

ihandlng 
figure. 
While dignified, the 
whole conception Is full of animation. 
In ms left hand Washington holds the 
I'elns of his horso, one of the animal's 
forefeet being 
raised In the act of 
moving. 


At the four corners of the platform 
are fountains, served by allegorical 
figures of American Indians, represent- 
ing four rivers—the Delaware, Hud^ion, 
Potomac and Mississippi. On the sides 
each of these fovmlains Is guarded by 
typical American animals, eight In all. 
At the front and back of the pedestal 
are two aUogorical groups. 


The equestrian statue, the figure and 
the bas-relief, as well as tho numerous 
other ornamentations, are of bronze, 
while the platform, pedestal, etc., are 
of Swedish granite. 


PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


Matters That Aro Intorostlng the Law- 
m a k e r s a t llarrlsbUTK. 


Harrlsburg, May 18.—A bill appro- 
priating $1.000.000 to rebuild and Im- 
prove the public roads of the state, 
under the supervisor system pi'oposed 
by the Hamilton road bill, was Intro- 
duced In the house last evening by 
Chairman Martin, of the committee on 
agriculture. Tlie money Is to be dis- 
tributed by tho secretary of agricul- 
ture to the boards of supervisors ac- 
cording to the number of miles of roads 
in each township. No township shall 
receive a greater sum than it raises by 
local taxation for road purposes. Tho 
bill also appropriates $1,500 for the em- 
ployment of a clerk to keep the books 
and accounts and $2,000 for postage and 
contingent expenses, 


Mr, Todd, of Lawrence, presented a 
bill amending the factory Inspectors 
act of April 29, 1897, to regulate the em- 
ployment and provide for the health 
and safety of men, women and children 
over 13 years in manufacturing estab- 
lishments, mercantile Industries, laun- 
dries, renovating works or printing of- 
fices, A bill was introduced by Mr. 
Hammond, of Westmoreland, amending 
the act of April 3, 1851, empowering 
the bufgesses town council of any bor- 
ough to annex adjacent lots or outlota 
or other tracts of land on the petition 
of a majority of the cltixens and resi- 
dent freehold owners. 


The bill giving trolley companies tho 
right of eminent domain was practi- 
cally killed for this session by the de- 
feat of a resolution to make a special 
order for It for second and third read- 
ings. 


The bin reaulrlng counties to pay 
the cost and expenses of apprehending 
and returning a fugitive from Justice 
charged with or convicted of felony 
came up on a special order for final 
passage and was defeated. 


In the senate Senator Andrews pre- 
sented a bill providing for the pay- 
ment of the expenses of the Andrews 
senatorial Investigating committee. The 
bill provides for an appropriation of 
$65,909.86, 


Harrlsburg, May 19.—In the senate 
yesterday the house bill, as slightly 
amended by the senate committee, pro- 
tecting employesof corporationsln their 
right to form, join or belong to labor 
organizations by prescribing penalties 
for any Interference therewith, passed 
finally 
without a bit of opposition. 
There were 40 members present, and of 
this number 32 voted for the measure. 
The bill went through just In the shape 
as it was drawn up by the representa- 
tives of the labor organizations. 


Wholo Family Murdered For Mon©y* 


Denver, May 19.—Advices 
reached 
here yesterday to the effect that Will- 
lam H. Hamilton, a contractor, his 
wife, Mrs. Catherine Hamilton, his son, 
Lee Hamilton, aged lU, and his daugh- 
ter. Elizabeth Hamilton, aged 18, who 
lived in Denver until recently, were 
murdered near Helena, Mont., three 
weeks ago, and the crime suppressed 
In order to enable the Montana author- 
ities to trace the murderers. Mr. and 
Mrs, Hamilton and their daughter were 
found dead with their throats cut, Lee, 
Hamilton had evidently made a des- 
perate 
fight. His body was literally 
covered with wounds. All the fingers 
of his right hand were severed, showing 
that he had grasped the razor or 
knife. His throat v/as also cut. Foot- 
prints near the house showed that two 
men were concerned in the murders. 
The house had been ransacked, and It 
is believed that the murderers secured 
about $500. 


Over a Jlundrod Homeless by Flame. 


Twin Mountain, N. H., May 19.-—Zea- 
land. one of the largust lumber camps 
in the White mountain region, was 
completely destroyed by fire yester- 
day. The camp consisted of three large 
mills, boarding house, store and several 
dwelling houses, and was operated by 
Van Dyke & Sons. The lo.ss is esti- 
mated at $125,000. More than luU peo- 
ple are homeless and saved little mox*o 
than the clothL'S they wore.

GROWING TOP ONION SETS. 


In most farming difitricts a little ad- 
dition may be made to the income of 
the farm by growing toj} onion sets in 
a small way, writes L. O'Fallow, of 
Minnesota. 
These are produced on 
top of the onion stalks, in a cluster, 
instead of seed, and consist of a num- 
ber of small bulbs or onions, about 
the size of acorns. 
If planted, these 
produce onions which mature earlier 
than those raised from seed. 
For 
several years I have made it a rule to 
plant a small patch in the garden to 
onions from which I grow top sets. 
I selL^the onions early in the spring to 
localvillage dealers for ten to seven- 
teen cents a pound. 
In one instance 
I secured thirty-iivo pounds of top 
sets from one-fourth bushel of onions 
planted. 
I sold these the next spring 
for ñfteen cents a pound. 
Jf I had 
given them proper care I would havo 
obtained at least 
one-third 
larger 
yield. 


As soon as the frost is out of the 
ground in spring, planx in rows about 
two feet apart, and from eight to ten 
inches 
apart 
in 
the 
row. 
Only 
good 
sound 
onions 
of 
uniform 
size 
and 
good quality should 
be 
used. 
They 
must 
have 
been 
raised thè year before from seeds, or 
onion sets. 
Plant very shallow, so. 
the top of the onions will show above 
ground. 
Keep perfectly free from 
weeds while growing. 
After the 'top 
sets have matured fully, gather and 
store in a dry cool place. 
Do not al- 
low tüem to freeze in winter. 
It is 
best to go slow about raising 
top 
onion sets for market, untd a trade 
has been established. 
Sometimes T 
have found it necessary to leave the 
onion sets with the grocery dealer, 
and let him sell as much of them as he 
could, with the privilege to retura 
any that he could not dispose of. 
By 
taking goods at his store in exchange 
for them, he made no charges for sell- 
ing the sets.—New England Home- 
stead.

UESTOIUXG SOlTj FKRTILITY, 


Restoring fertility to the farm land 
is of the greatest importance all over 
Bouthern 
Illinois, 
writes 
William 
Dyke, of 
Illinois. 
I have learned 
that land bere run<3 
together 
like 
mortar, alter rainfall, forming a crust 
J which allows subsequent rainfall 
to 
run off instead of soaking into the 
subsoil. 
Years ago, when 
surface 
soils were full of decayed leaven and 
roots of plants and grasses, this crust 
did not form so reiulily aud evapor- 
ation was not so rapid. 
Hence, 
the 
^advisability of getting the soil back to 
the original condition by plowing un- 
der heavy crops of vegetation, as a 
substitute for the leaves i:nd roots 
which have disappeared by the con- 
tinued cultivation 
during 
the last 
thirty,or forty years. 


I would recommend ior this pur- 
pose the cowpea, sown with a wheat 
drill set at 1 \ bushels per acre, all the 
spouts being open. 
If seeded very 
early, every other one may be closed. 
In the fall, when the peas are ripe, 
the vines should be plowed under and 
the field seeded to rye, to hold the 
nitrogen which has beeti gathered by 
the peas.' In spring, rye ma}' be pas- 
tured some if the ground is not too 
wet, and then turned under in time 
for planting a crop of corn. 


Farm lands suiler loss of fertility by 
being left bare during fall and winter 
and should always be covered with 
growing crops, if possible. 
When the 
surface layers have again become filled 
with humus or decayed vegetable mat- 
ter, there will be little trouble 
in 
securing a catch of clover, and when 
«ve can foel sure of a stand of clover 
after seeding, almost any crop which 
has heretofore been proiitable in this 
section can be grown. 
Chemists tell 
us that clover hay is worth more than 
S6 a ten to turn under as a fertilizer. 
I believe it, conseiiuently it is worth 
considerable effort to get- the land back 
into a condition to secure a stand of 
clover. 


Methods of culture have considera- 
ble to do with the retention of soil 
moisture. 
Practice fall plowing and 
subsoiling, which will create a reser- 
voir for the retention of large quanti- 
ties of winter and spring rains, to be 
used by growing crops later. 
The 
turning under 
of 
leguminous crops 
will do more for farmers than all leg- 
islation, State or national.—American 
Agriculturist. 


FEUDING SHEEP, 


Professor Harcourt, of the Gueljjh 
experiment station, publishes a sum- 
mary 
of various experiments

in the United iStates and Canada.

The most rapid bodily development 
of the lamb is made during the first 
two months of its life. 


Of late years the most 
proiitable 
branch of sheep husbandry has been 
the production of early lambs for mar- 
ket, and to this end breeds character- 
ized by early maturity are most de- 
sirable. 


Lambs taken^from their dams at ten 
days old made rapid gains on cow's 
milk. 
Xiatmg whole milk 
at 
sixty 
cents 
per lUL) pounds, the gain cost 
'óh 
cents per pound. 
Hkim milk fed in 
combination with crushed oats and 
green clover i^roduced an average gain 
of half a pound per day at a cost oi 2i 
cents per ¡jound. 


Ewes which'breed earliest are gen- 
erally the heaviest milkers and i^ro- 
duce the finest early lambii. 


It pays to feed grain to lambs from 
their birth, if they are intended for 
early ma/ket, 
Besides yielding sixty 
cents more profit per head on mutton, 
the 
g/am fed Jambs sheared 
two 
l^ounds more wooJ, each, at weaning 
time, than those which had no grain, 
find the woo] was of a higher grade. 


It does not pay to feed grain to j 


suckling ewes running on good pas- 
ture. 
The lambs of such ewes were 
no better than those of ewes having 
no grain. 
But in all cases where the 
gram wan fed to the lamb instead of 
to its mother, the profit was marked.^ 
In Canada aud the northern United 
States rape ifi a profitable sheep feed. 
One aero of rape will pasture twelve 
lambn two and one-half months.

strumental in the growth of bone are 
more needful at times than food. 


Those who raise vegetables to sell 
should ijrow as great a variety as pos- 
sible. 
Do not depend ou only one 
crop—tomatoes, for instance—but in- 
clude beans, peas, early onions, early 
cabbage, etc. 
There is too much risk 
of loss when a single crop is grown, 
not only from drouth, but from in- 
sects, which may attack certain plants 
without disturbing others. 


The Southdown sheep is not as large 
ay the Oxford or ¡Shropshire, but it 
still holds its i)lace at the head of tho 
mutton breeds for quality of 
meat. 
One thing in its favor also la its hardi- 
ness atid ability to forage over fields 
where the larger kinds are not well 
adapted. 
Where tho common flocks 
are to be improved it will be au advan- 
tage to begin with the Southdown, as 
a change for the better will bo noticed 
the iirst season. 


The most of the work required with 
early lambs is beforo tho farmer be- 
comes bupy. 
February and March are 
the months when the lambs come and 
they require but a few weeks' atten- 
tion before they are able to help them- 
selves. 
A piece of land that is of but 
little service may be given over to 
sheep upon which thoy will thrivo with 
but a small allowance from the barn. 
The land occupied by sheep never be- 
comes poorer, but is sure to be im- 
proved,

STAlirUT FOODS. 


Mtuy mothers allow their children 
to live almost entirely upon starchy 
foods, simply because they seem to 
prefer puddinprs of 
every variety to 
the more 
substantial 
dishes. 
Tho 
mother argues, ''Well, let hitn make 
his dinner on the pudding, if he pre- 
fers it; it certainly is ub nutritious as 
anything else on the table." 
But it 
should 
be 
remembered that 
those 
foods that are pure starch, as corn- 
starch, or corn fiour, so called, and 
all those that thicken in like manner, 
contain but little proportion of nutri- 
ment, being less sustaining and also 
more diiHcult of digestion than stale 
bread. 
In all cases, food that contains 
traces of br:.n, and also gluten, gum, 
sugar, cellulose and 
saline matter, 
especially the phosphate, in propor- 
tion to the starch, are to be preferred. 


If the child has formed a taste for 
puddings until tho ai^petite craws 
these alone, and no other form of food 
seems desirabie, the irnddincrs can at 
least be varied, and need not neces- 
sarily be made 
only from starchy 
foods ; 
plain 
fruit puddings—with 
stale bread for a foundation—all sorts 
of custards, and eggs and milk form a 
good substitute.—Home Queen.

flour. 
This will make three pies. Put 
the whites on top. 


Caramel Cake—Three cups 
brown 
sugar, two-thirds cup butter, one cup 
sweet milk, fresh, cook twenty min- 
utes, or until almost candy; spread 
between layers, 


Mexican Omelet—Heat the third of 
a minced, peeled, green pepper, from 
which the sgeds have been taken, and 
half a dozen shrimps in half a cupful 
of white 
aauce; simmer for three 
minutes, and fold half in an omelet of 
six eggs, pouring the rest around, 


French Carrots—Boil young carrots 
in just enough water to cover until 
tender, then cut them 
into 
halves 
lengthwise. 
Melt some butter in a 
hot spider. 
When it bubbles lay in 
the carrots (a pint), and dust them 
with a saltspoonful of sugar; a heap- 
ing saltspoonful of salt and half a 
saltspoonful of pepper and a teaspoon- 
ful of chopped parsley. 
Fry until the 
edges become crisp and brown. 


Omelet Souffle a la Creme—Four 
eggs, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, a 
speck of salt, half a teaspoonful of 
vanilla extract, one cupful of whipped 
cream. 
Beat the whites of the eggs 
to a stiff froth, and gradually beat the 
sugar and the flavor into them. When 
well beaten, add tho yolks, and lastly 
the whipped cream. 
Have a 
dish 
slightly buttered and holding a quart. 
Pour the mixture into this, and bake 
just twelve minutes. 
Serve the mo- 
ment it is taken from the oven. 


Broiled Herrings—Make a marinade 
of the juice of half a lemon, two table- 
spoonfuls of oil, six of vinegar, one of 
onion juice, a speck of cayenne, one 
teaspoonful of salt, one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful of pepper, one-tenth of a 
teaspoonful of ground cloves and a 
bouquet of sweet herbs. 
Mix all to- 
gether. 
Clean, wash and wipe half a 
dozen fresh herrings, make small in- 
cisions on both sides, and let stand 
for an hour in the above marinade, 
turning occasionally. 
Broil quickly 
aud serve.
